Pursuant to the Master Services Agreement, the rate increase from 2002 to 2003 can’t exceed the most recent year-to- 
year percentage increase in the Consumer Price Index for All Urban Consumers {Section 3.02) Per the most recent 
update on the Bureau of Labor Statistics website, the increase between 2001 and 2002 was only 2.6% (versus the -5% 
increase in the initial proposal from Clinimetrics).
